Dynamite srsd fuse. 


SpriBsSeld. Ills..Oct. 11.—Two large 


sticks of dynamite were found under 
tbe pipes ot the furnace at Hickory 
church.

Months ago Carr's barn burned, 
and bloodhounds led Vli«= Wiy to the 
home of a young farmhand. He was 
arrested, bound over to the circuit 
court, and his trial begins next week.

EPISCOPALIANS. 


'Canon on Marriage and Divorce la 


tho House of Doputlca. 


San Francisco, Oct. 11.—The trien- 


nial convention of the Episcopal 
church of America accomplished much 
routine work, but made little progrr is, 
to.ward disposing of the canon an 
marriage and divorce, which came up 
in conimittes of the whole In liousa 
of-depiities. The fourth and most im- 
poftait section of the canon which 
was adopted by tUe! bishops, practical" 
!y forbidding the mai-riage ot divorced 
persons, was^ hot reached. The -first 
two sections and all but the last par- 
agraph of section 5 were adopted. The 
anjrit of tbie Huntin^ton amendment 
to tho constitution, permitting modt- 
aed-formB of worship, still lives de- 
spite''defeat/ A. cbnstitutlbnal amend- 
ment, couched in almost its exact lan- 
guage was introduced. The principal 


^ change is the adoption of a resolution 


that no fort" of worship allowed shall 
be- in conflict with the canons of the 
church. It was referred to a coniiait- 
tee. 
The house of bishops devoted 


most of the day to consideration of 
the qualifications of the various per- 
sons who are desirous of. filling the 
vacant missionary bishoprics.

The Wheat Outlook is Not Very En- 


couraging. The Crop is Tea 


Millions Short of That 


of Average Years. 


The state board of agriculture has 


just completed the fullest ana most 
valuable report of the year upon the 
condition of the crops in Ohio. 
The 


estimates given are based upon the 
returns made by 1600 
trained cor- 


respondents in all parts of the state, 
and they niuy be accepted as perfectly 
accurate. 


The outlook for wheat is not very en 


eouragingv The average crop is about 
41,000.000 bushels and this year there 
will be 10,000.000 less than that. The 
prospects for other crops vary widely 
The report in full is as follows:

The area originally seeded for the 


wheat harvest of the present year was 
2,178,40? acres, as returned by the 
township assessors of the staee. In 
some localities, owing to winter kill- 
ing and damage by fly, a small por- 
tion of the area was plowed up in tne 
spring. On July .1. the department 
made an estimate of the amount that 
had been plowed tip in each county, 
and the result showed 2 per cent, thus 
reducing the area remaining for har- 
vest to 2,132.564 acres, upon which 
amount the product in 
bushels 
is 


figured. 


As the growing season advanced, 


wheat prospects seemed to continually 
improve, and prior to cutting it was 
quite generally conceded that the crop 
would result In good yield per acre 
and high quality, but, on getting into 
the fields with the machines, it was 
found, in many localities, that the 
wheat heads were not all well filled 
and that the grain would be light In 
weight; the general result is fair, how- 
ever, on the area harvested, and while 
the product in total bushels, 31,086,194 
is much below an average Tor the state 


full1- average per acre. Therw was 
fair area of oats seeded compared with 
an ayerage acreage, hut, as compared 
with the area of last year, there were 
214.462 acres less, which, principally 
accounts for a difference.of about 10,- 
000,000 bushels in total product, as 
compared with last " year. The .in- 
creased area in 1800 was very greatly 
due to the ruined wheat that was 
qlowed up and put into oats. 


It is estimated by comparison with 


the Latnount .seeded in the spring of 
1900, that of spring barley there-was 
seeded in 1901, 34,696 acre,.and,of fall 
barley according to returns made, by 


the- township- enumerators, there was 
seeded. 9637. acres;,, this'.would, give a. 
total barley area- for the harvest of 
1901 ot 44,333 acres. : According to re- 
turns made by thr'esheVmen,'- through 
the correspondeEts' 
of" * the 
depart- 


ment, the average product per acre 
was 22.86 bushels, thus making a total 
product of 1.013,452 bushels. 


A great abnormal increase is shown 


in the area of rye. The average rye 
area for years, up to 1901, was about 
55,000 acres. The crop of 1901 shows 
an area of about 134,000 acres. Last 
'all. owing to the wheat 
failure, 
a 


great many farmers substituted rye 
for fields, that would otherwise have 
been put in wheat. The average pro- 
duct per acre of the rye crop is esti- 
mated to be 33 bushels, and shows a 
total crop of 2,018.670 bushels, which 
as compared with the average product 
for a number of years, is more than 
three times greater. 


The long continued, hot, dry weather 


n the latter part of July and during 
August and early September, was not 
conducive to corn growth, and the crop 
suffered considerably on this account. 
The month of September was favor- 
able to the ripenins of the crop. 
IM 


tilling- frosts occurred up to Oct. 1. 


Late rains very greatly revived fa! 


pastures, which had suffered to the ex 
cut of being nearly dried up by the 
weeks of hot weather. 


The yield of potatoes will fall far 


short of a good average. In many lo 
calities the early crop is almost a toil 
ure. Late potatoes are generally bet 
ter than the early ones, though not 
good product. 


The apple crop shows a very low 


prospect., as compared with an aver 
age. Tb'e fruit rotted badly and con 
tinues to fail from the trees.

lowing in Caracas, where the possibil- 
ities of an amicable settlement are 
more or less occupying public atten- 
tion. 
Venezuela recognizes the fact

London, Oct. 11.—The secretary for 


.var, ilr. Eroderick, replying to Sir 
Jharies Howard. Vincent's offer 
to 


raise fresh troops or do anything cist- 
to assist the government, declines the 
proposal, and in doing so lengthily re- 
fiews the British position in South 
Africa, obviously in answer to the 
lersistent and searching criticisms of 
the ministerial journals and members 
of parliamei*, that the government is 
anguidly content to let the war drag 
on. Mr. Broclerick says, to begin with, 
that nothing Lord Kitchener has ask- 
ed for has not been promptly met. He 
adds; "We have, roughly, 200,000 men 
and 450 guns in South Africa, aui! 
over 100,00 men are under trn.ning at 
home. 
We have no difficulty, there- 


fore, in keeping the field firmly up to 
its -requisite strength by drafts, and 
if a further call be made, we are in a 
position to meet it with the utmost 
promptitude. 
Notwithstanding this, 


there 
seems to be an 
impression 


abroad that the close of the war is 
retarded by a scarcity of troops, or 
the want of mobility of our columns.'' 


This impression Mr. Broderiek com- 


bats by reciting what the war office 
is doing, providing supplies for 314,- 
000 persons, directly" or hulireeUy con- 
nected with' the war, feeding 24S.OOO 
horses and mules and maintaining 
four months' reserves of food for men 
and .animals.
